MUSLIM CULT OF ISLAM (MCI) 


A source, who has furnished reliable information in . 
the past, advised on May 11, 1956 that the MCI is an organisa- 
tion composed entirely of Negroes, which was reportedly 
organized around 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. The national 
leader and founder is ELIJAH MOHAMMED, who claims to have 
been sent by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the Negroes 
out of slavery in the United States. 


Members fanatically follow the alleged teachings 

of Allah as interpreted by MOHAMMED and disavow allegiance to 
the United States. Members pledge allegiance to Allah 
and Islam, and believe any civil law which conflicts with 
Muslim Law should be disobeyed. The Cult teaches that members 
of the dark-skinned race cannot be considered citizens of the 
United States since they are in slavery in this country and, 
therefore, must free themselves by destroying non-Muslims and 
Christianity in the "War of Armageddon."

On April 30, 1957, a source who has 
furnished reliable infomation in the past advised 

that the Fruit of Islam (FOI) is a group within the Nation 

of Islam (NOI) composed of all able-bodied male members of 
the NOI. The purpose of the FOI is to protect officials and 
property of the NOI, assure compliance of members with NOI 
teachings and to prepare for the "War of Armageddon." Members 
of the FOI are required to participate in military drill and 
are afforded the opportunity to engage in judo training. The 
FOI is governed by a military system wherein the members are 


controlled by general orders similar to those issued by regular 
military organizations, 
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Nation of Islam, formerly referred 
to as Muslim Cult of Islam, also 


known as Muhammad's Temples of Islam 


In February, 1957, a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that the "Nation 
of Islam" is an organization composed entirely of Negroes 
which was organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. The 
national leader is ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, who claims to have been 
selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America. 
According to MUHAMMAD, the purpose of the organization is to 
establish an independent black nation in the United States. 


Members follow the teachings of MUHAMMAD, which are 
allegedly based on his interpretation of the "Koran." They 
are taught that there is no such thing as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negro race is the original race on earth and is 
Asiatic in origin and nature; that they are not citizens of 
the United States but merely slaves; that the white race, 
referred to as "white devils,” is inferior to the Negro race 
but has exploited the Negroes, imposed slave names upon then, 
withheld from them the history of their true identity and 
culture, and, as a consequence, mist and will be destroyed in 
the approaching "War of Armageddon." 


In the past, officials and members of the "Nation of 
Islam," including ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, have refused to register 
under the provisions of the Selective Service Acts, and have 


declared that members owe no allegiance to the United States.

BOGANS' intelligence was rated as inferior, with 
an IQ of 70-79. His mental age was indicated as 10.6 - 11.9 
years. 


BOGANS revealed that in his early development he 
had occasional enuretic episodes up to the age of 12. His 
mental trend and thought content revealed he had a marked 
persecutory trend both against himself and his race (Negro). 
He revealed that on numerous occasions he has had the feel 
he is being followed and that people are talking about hin. 
In general, his attitude was that of his own superiority. 

His sensorium, mental grasp and capacity showed no particular 
gross defects. 


As of May 10, 1945, it was noted that subsequent

(4) ROY WILKINS, Executive Secretary of the NAACP. 
Rev. Dr. GARDINER TAYLOR, Minister, Concord 


Baptist Church, Brooklyn, NY, President of the Protestant 
Council of Greater NY, and member of the NYC Board of 


Education. 


WALLACE was assisted by reporter LOUIS LOMAX 
who, according to WALLACE, had done the research on the

in the US and in NY in particular. The discussion was

The research in the interviews of the 
series was done by reporter LOUIS LOMAX. „ is the 
content of some of the statements made: 


The report is a fully documented story of the movement | 
for black supremacy among the growing and well organized minority | 
of American Negroes. The leaders of this movement are crafty, 
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resourceful men who know what they are about. Their followers 
are Negroes who find in the cause of black supremacy an answer 
to centuries of persecution. 


MIKE WALLACE spoke about a Negro religious group, 
who call themselves the Muslims. They use a good deal of the 
paraphernalia of the traditional religion of Islam but 
they are fervently disavowed by Orthodox Muslims. Negro 
American Muslims are the most powerful of the black suprenist \ 
group. They claim a membership of one quarter million Negroes ) 
and our research indicates that for every so-called “card 
carrying supremist, there are perhaps 10 “fellow travelers". 
Their doctrine is being taught in 50 cities across the nation. 
Let no one underestimate the Muslims. 


An indictment against the white man charged the white 
man with being the greatest liar, drunkard, gambler, murderer, 
adulterer, robber, deceiver and trouble maker on earth. WALLACE 
said this indictment is being told over and over again in 
most of the major cities across the country. This charge comes 
at the climax of a morality play called, “The Trial". The plot, 
indeed the message of the play, is that the white man has been 


put on trial for his sins against the black man. He has been 


found guilty. His sentence is death. The play is sponsored, 
produced by a Negro religious group who call themselves the 
Muslims. : They have their own parochial schools like the one in 
Chicago, where — children * taught to hate the white man.

He 
indicated he had never barred whites from his public meet- 
ings. The Rally last February at the Coliseum had no 
racial or colored restrictions. MUHAMMAD said the daily 
newspaper reports and others inimical to the Temple of 
Islam deliberately misconstrued their attitutle.

The aims and purposes of the Chicago Women for Peace 
(CWP), as set forth in its self-identified publication, "Chicago 


Acts for Peace“ (CAP), May, 1951 issue, describes this organization 


as a “service center for women working for peace”. This 
publication described the CWP as being affiliated with the American 


. for Peace and as cooperating with the American Peace Crusade 


The January, 1954 issue of "CAP" announced the dis- 
solution of the American Women for Peace and the affiliation of 
the CWP with the APC Council in Chicago. 


A source advised in November, 1956 that the CUP remained 
affiliated with the APC, Chicago. until that organization dissolved 
in September, 1955. The CWP continued with no national affiliation 
until September, 1956, when a "reorganisation and name change took 
place", and it became known as the "Women's Peace and Unity Club” 
(WPUC). The reason given for this “reorganization and name change" 
by DOROTHY HAYES, Secretary of the organization, was that the CUP 
had been formed to end the Korean War and since that war was over 
and there was a “measure of peace in the world”, women's interests 
were more centered On such issues as civil rights, desegregated and 
better schools, juvenile delinquency, equal opportunities for 
women, housing, and cost of living. Source advised that the only 
actual "reorganization" of the CWP was the change of its name to 
“Women's Peace and Unity Club”. 


Another source advised in October, 1956 that the 
Communist Party (CP), Illinois - Indiana District, had ordered the 
dissolution of the CWP because it no longer served the purpose of 
the Party, since it was a "Left-wing" peace group. Though the 
CWP refused to dissolve and chose to continue in the form of the 
“Women's Peace and Unity Club”, it continues to be a “Communist 
aves organization” whose policies and activities are directed by 
members. 


Another source advised on May 23, 1960 that the WPUC, as 
of that date, continued to operate in the Chicago area as a peace 
organization under the direction and control of CP members and its

The NOJ is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan.
